Many Embassy Cables. 

Many of the documents made 
public today were cables to Ber- 
lin from Hans Thomsen, coun- 
selor and man-in-charge at the 
German embassy in Washing- 
ton in 1940, America’s last full 
year’ of before World 
War Il. 

lt was a vear of struggle be- 
tween isolationists and inter- 
ventionists in American  pol- 
itics. The struggle was height- 
ened by the fall of France, 
Italy's entry into the war 
against the Allies and the 
American presidential election. 

Reporting on this in a “most 
urgent top secret’ cable of 
June 12, 1940, Thomsen told 
Berlin the isolationists appar- 
ently were losing out.

A check of this issue of the 
Times turned up a full page ad 
of “The National Committee to

Fish, who was a House mem- 
ber from 1921 to 1945, signed 
the ad as chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

Senator Karl Mundt of South 
Dakota recalled today that, as a 
member of the House from 
South Dakota in 1940, he led a 
group of “Young Turk” Repub- 
licans to. the Philadelphia con- 
vention. 

“We were mostly against 
Wendell Willkie because he was 
an interventionist,” Mundt said. 
“I remember there were about 
20 of us, all in our first year in 
Congress, and we went to Phila- 
delphia together.” 

Mundt said he couldn't re- 
member whose idea it was. He 
said it grew out of meetings of 
what he called “the Wednesday 
Night Club.” He said this club 
was composed of first-term Re- 
publican Congressmen who op- 
posed any involvement in the 
European war.

WASHINGTON, May 26 (UP) 
—The Navy's top aviation olfi- 
cial added to the inter-service 
dispute today by claiming car- 
rier-based bombers can “hit any 
target on earth” with H-bombs 
or other weapons 


In a speech to naval air re- 
serve units at Akron, O., James 
H. Smith Jr., Assistant Navy 
Secretary for Air, asserted that 
carrier forces “are the essential —— 
counter to thermonuclear war.” 
The text of his speech was re- 
leased in Washington. 

Only last Monday Secretary 
of Defense Charles E. Wilson 
reaffirmed that the “Air Force 
has the primary strategic (bomb- 
ing) mission’’ and the Navy a 
“secondary” responsibility in 
that realm. 

Also, in commenting on Air 
Chief of Staff Gen. Nathan F. 
Twining’s claim to Congress 
that the Navy could make only 
a “small” strategic air contri- 
bution, Wilson had said earlier 
that the Navy capability was 
“not of the same order” as the 
Air Force's but “not insignifi- 
cant.”

He explained 
that the Navy's striking forces 
did not work that way Then 
he described the Navy's strate- 
gic role as “collateral” to the 
Air Force's 
Officers Surprised. 

Some of Smith's statements 
surprised even a number of 
naval ofticers who were asked 


about them. They said Smith 
appeared to be answering Air 
Force claims against aircraft 


carriers as set forth in a docu- 
ment that was leaked to the 
press last weekend 

“An aircraft or. missile with 
a range of 1700 miles can be 
launched from a selected point 
at sea and reach any land tar- 
get on earth,” Smith asserted 

A Navy authority said Smith 
apparently referred to the 
Douglas A3D bomber which is 


expected to go into service 
aboard the super-carrier For- 
restal next January. This offi- 


cer said the A3D could reach 
targets at such a distance only 
by carrying a “‘minimum” bomb 
load and probably would have 
to refuel in the ail 

There is no missile known 
today to have a range of 1700 
miles except the Air Force's 
subsonic Snark a pilotless 
bomber with inter-continental 
range. The Army and. Navy, in 
an uneasy combination, are # 
jointly working on a mid-range 
missile which Smith referred to 
as a 1500-mile ballistic missile 
called the Jupitei

If, with- 
out increasing immediately the production

They bid up the prices of food 
and clothing, and inflation follows, caus- 
ing everyone to suffer.

Only then can it absorb sige 
nificant amounts of outside capital, either

Russia’s Use of Women 
fo.the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The fact that Russia has out- 
stripped us in the training of sci- 
entists and technicians has finally 
begun to ruffle our thoughtless con- 
fidence in our national superiority. 
Yet it seems to be generally agreed 
that with more teachers, more class- 
rooms, more money, we will soon 
again be out in front in this battle 
of brainpower. Not.so. As long as 
Russia draws on the talents of her 
whole population, while we utilize 
only half of ours, we can only fall 
further behind. 

In Russia today there appears to 
be on the one hand no prejudice 
against the advancement of women 
to top levels of responsibility in sci- 
ence and technology, and on the 
other, no hesitation on the part of 
girls to prepare themselves for 
serious achievement in these (‘and 
other) fields. A female engineer is 
no novelty in Russia, and the medi- 
cal profession there is predominantly 
feminine. 

Here on the contrary, a girl with 
the courage to enter an engineering 
school makes herself hardly less con- 
epicuous than the bearded lady in 
the circus. Even in fields which 
women have long since penetrated, 
female interest is declining. The 
class entering our medical schools 
in 1956 will have a smaller propor- 
tion of girls than in 1926. 

The situation in the United States 
today is cqmpounded in part of mas- 
culine hostility to the advancement 
of women to posts of importance 
(even though there is no prejudice 
against employing them in routine 
jobs), in part of the reluctance of 
young girls today to undergo rigor- 
ous training and embark seriously on 
careers. 

As far as this situation reflects a 
deliberate preference of girls for 
homemaking as a way of life, we can- 
not quarrel with it. But as far as it 
reflects our national subservience to 
the standards established for us by 
the gods of Madison avenue, we ought 
to quarrel with it. 

There are women of substantial 
ability in our society who might well 
be happier using their talents in pro- 
fessional endeavors than in frenetic 
effort to conform to the pattern of 
life pictured in the slick magazines 

_ -It’s high time we took a good look 
at this dead level of uniformity we 
are trimming ourselves down to. 
Otherwise we stand to lose a lot 
more than just the women's Olym- 
pies.

As far as 
other cacti goes, with the exception 
of the prickly pear, (Opuntia Engel- 
manni), they are more or less limit- 
ed to the Trans-Pecos country of Tex- 
as which, being considerably larger 
than Missouri, still only represents a 
small fraction of Texas

Louis's Dr. George Engelmann who 
provided the basic knowledge of the 
cacti of the United States

The Vacant Chair 


The important Cabinet post of Secretary of 
the Interior has now been vacant for a month. 
It is almost three months since, with Douglas 
McKay's entry in the Oregon Senate race, the 
prospect of a vacancy arose. 


This is far too long for the operation without 
an effective head of an executive department 
which is responsible for the national parks and 
public lands, our territories and island posses- 
sions, the regulation of mines, federal irrigation, 
production and sale of electric power, the con- 
servation of fish and wildlife, and Indian 
affairs. 

Why the long-continued delay in filling the 
post? Unidentified Senate Democrats are de- 
scribed by The New York Times as believing 
President Eisenhower intends to wait until Con- 
gress adjourns to appoint a new Secretary. In 
that event, his choice would take office under 
recess appointment and the Senate would have 
no chance to consider his fitness until Congress 
reconvenes—after the election 

One objective of such a strategy would be 
to avoid a fight in the Senate which might dam- 
age the Republican party with the voters in a 
presidential election year. 

> - . 

Since Under Secretary of Interior Clarence 
A. Davis has been generally considered the 
President's first choice for the post, a recess 
appointment would serve another partisan pur- 
pose. It would improve the chances for con- 
firmation of a candidate likely to meet serious 
opposition in the Senate. 

Mr. Davis is the official who made the de- 
cision to grant a mining patent in the Rogue 
River National Forest of Oregon to the Al 
Sarena Mining Co. of Mobile, Ala., which has 
cut $150,000 worth of timber from the property 
without doing any mining. Senator Neuberger 
of Oregon and other ardent conservationists 
who have denounced that timber giveaway would 
offer formidable opposition to a Davis ap- 
pointment 

A recess appointment would present 
with something of a fait accompli. The nom- 
inee would have several months between 
sions of Congress to entrench himself in office 
before the Senators started interrogating him. 
This was the strategy followed last year in 
President Eisénhower’'s appointment of the high- 
ly questionable lame duck from Montana, Wesley 
A. D’Ewart, to be Assistant Secretary of In 
terior for Public Land Management. 

Mr. D’Ewart as a member of the House of 
Representatives had spearheaded the. attempt 
by a group of stockmen to grab the public 
range of the West for their private use. His 
Interior appointment placed him in the role of 
guardian of the very preserves he had tried his 
best to despoil. 

Mr. Davis represents a division within the 
Eisenhower Administration over the nation’s 
water resources. He is reported associated with 
a move in the Interior and Agriculture depart- 
ments for legislation affirming that state gov- 
ernments have the right to control waters with- 
in their boundaries 
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The proposed legislation would reverse Su- 
preme Court decisions of recent years extend- 
ing federal control over navigable streams. At- 
torney General Brownell and the Justice De- 
partment are on record against it. The pro- 
posed waiver of federal rights and responsibil- 
ities over inland waters would parallel the Ad- 
ministration’s surrender of national sovereignty 
over the oil-rich offshore lands in 1953. 


All of these considerations make it imperative 
that the right kind of Secretary of the Interior 
be appointed without delay. 

The efficient functioning of the department 
demands it. 

The responsible administration of the far- 
flung public concerns under the authority of 
the department demands it. 

The right of the Senate to confirm or re- 
ject appointees, a right not properly frustrated 
or evaded, demands it 

As we said more than a month and a half 
ago, this Cabinet vacancy presents the Pres- 
ident with an unusually fine opportunity. Will 
he exercise it fof broad statesmanship or for 
narrow partisanship? 

The timing as well as the quality of the ap- 
pointment will supply the answer.

In Italy former President Truman was credited 
with “an offhand remark” that “some squirre!l- 
headed general” was responsible for the costly 
and “unnecessary” invasion landing at Salerno in 
1943. The touring Missourian was standing at 
the beachhead area, surveying the heights from 
which the enemy fire rained down, when he 
made his observation—whatever it was. After a 
furore was raised on both sides of the Atlantic, 
Mr. Truman was quoted as denying that he 
made the remark and apologizing for “the 
very embarrassing situation.” 

In Detroit former G.O.P. Gov. Pyle of Arizona 
was quoted as telling a group of Republican 
women: “The right to suffer is one of the joys 
of a free economy. But Michigan will come out 
of it.” This was supposed to be a reference to 
growing unemployment among auto workers. 
Later it was determined that the White House 
staff assistant made his unfeeling remark to re- 
porters in a Detroit hotel. The immediate uproar 
recalled Secretary of Defense Wilson's famous 
“kennel dog” blunder just before the 1954 con- 
gressional election, and Mr. Eisenhower's staff 
aid was not long in apologizing “to anyone who 
may have been offended.” 

There is no excuse whatever for either of 
these cracks. Both Mr. Truman and Mr. Pyle 
have been in public life long enough to know 
that. The ex-President knows that no one officer 
alone plans an operation such as that at Salerno. 
Mr. Pyle knows that people out of work through 
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no fault of theirs are going to resent bitterly 
being dismissed in ‘Marie Antoinette style. Since 
this is a campaign year, it would be an excellent 
idea for a lot of speakers to do less shooting off 
at the mouth.

There should be no departure from the prize- 
winning Saarinen arch in the development of 
the riverfront, said J. Wesley McAfee, president 
of Union Electric, at the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety dinner in the Old Courthouse. He re- 
flected, we believe, the opinion of the great 
majority of those interested In this national 
monument. Intended to commemorate the ex- 
pansion of the United States following the 
Louisiana Purchase, its symbolism should re- 
flect the magnitude of this important phase in 
the growth of the nation. 

Short-sighted and _ self-centered individuals 
from time to time have suggested use of the 
area for a baseball park, parking lot or some 
other purpose. But as Mr. McAfee said, “no 
present advantage would equal the lasting value 
of an inspiring development on the lines of the 
Saarinen model.” 

Other riverfront plans were attractive, but 
the Saarinen concept soars far beyond the or- 
dinary. With a simple geometric figure, clean 
and graceful, it gives concrete and unmistakable 
form to the “gateway of the West.” And it would 
embellish the rather drab St. Louis skyline with 
a structure to be classed with the Eiffel Tower, 
the Washington Monument and the Statue of 
Liberty. Even before approval by the Federal 
Government in 1948, the arch became the “trade 
mark” of St. Louis, appearing on the cover of 
a national magazine. 

In view of these facts as well as Mr. McAfee’s 
remarks and a similar plea a few days earlier 
by Charles Nagel, director of the City Art Mu- 
seum, it is hard to believe that anybody in au- 
thority will resist realization of this eoncept. 
Since Congress is making funds available bit by 
bit, and since such preliminaries as the con- 
struction of a railroad tunnel must be under- 
taken first, it mav be a while before the great 
arch bends across the St. Louis sky. But each step 
of the riverfront work should be one more ap- 
proach to completion of the grand design.

The Red Crosss 75 Years 


Veterans and servicemen will find a special 
meaning in Memorial day this year, because 
May 30 will also mark the seventy-fifth anniver- 


sary of the American Red Cross. More than 40 
per cent of the budget of this organization was 
spent last year for services to the armed forces, 
veterans and their families. This included spe- 
cial services and recreation in. military and 
Veterans Administration hospitals. 

Born of the experiences of its founder, Clara 
Barton, in the Civil War, the Red Cross received 
its baptism of fire in the Spanish-American War, 
and served in the First and Second World wars. 
The first American Red -Cross chapter was or- 
ganized in Dansville, N.Y., in 1881. The move- 
ment started around the world with organization 
of the International Red Cross by Henri Dunant, 
one of the first, two men awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1901 

Today there are 3713 chapters of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross throughout the United States and 
its possessions. In peace as well as in war, it 
would be difficult if not impossible for Ameri- 
cans to conceive of their country without a Red 
Cross. The vision of compassion and service 
which came to Clara Barton out of the suffering 
of fratricidal strife has become a permanent part 
of the world

A conducted tour is 
no substitute for a thorough-going inspection 
system. Yet in its own limited way each contact, 
military or otherwise, mav contribute to the 
slow process of building international under- 
standing. That is something which serves every 
nation’s interest.

A Century of Life in St. Louis 

True to its fi most advertising is a 
direct effort to sell some product or service. 
But every now and then some firm appeals to a 
much wider interest—as the First National Bank 
has done in issuing “St. Louis, a Fond Look 
Back,’ on the occasion of the one hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of its predecessors, 
the Southern Bank and the Mechanics Bank. 
A not So very casual reader might page through 
this handsomely illustrated history of St. Louis 
without even noticing the bank's name. 

Starting with a painting of Laclede's arrival 
on the riverfront in 1763 and ending with a 
1956 photograph of that area, the collection is 
an extraordinarily rich one. Prepared by Mar- 
tin Quigley with the assistance of Marjory 
Douglas and Charles van Ravenswaay of the 
Missouri Historical Society, it gives more at- 
tention to changing manners and modes of living 
than to such historical formalities as city ad- 
ministrations. The emphasis is on schools and 
shops, styles and stoves, streets and sports, on 
life rather than mere facts: and that makes it 
very human. 

So much brought together so handsomely in- 
sures both demand and appreciation for this 
book. A bow to the institution which has thus 
celebrated the community in which it has en- 
joyed a century of growth. .

work. .. . Starting with these 
principles we must adopt a 
program which will attract 
to the party independent vot- 
ters and particularly the 
youth, a field in which we 
have been weakest.’ 


Mr. Keogh may be right. 
It could possibly be that the 
secret author of the ringing 
platitudes which have come 
to be known as Eisenhower- 
isms is really the Vice Presi- 
dent.

other way for a moment and, while our backs are turned 
summer is upon us here at Possum Trot Farm. One day 
the shade cast by the sugar maples in the yard is a sun- 
; flecked tapestry, Out along 
the bluff above the creek, 
oak leaves are “the size of a 
squirrel’s ear” and it is still 
possible, with the binocu- 
lars, to spot the warblers, 
vireos, flycatchers and 
other songsters which we 
hear in the branches over- 
head. Then with no tran- 
sition time whatever, the 
shade fills in so that no 
sunlight breaks through 
And on the same day we 
can, for all practical pur- 
poses, put away the binoc- 
ulars and stop studying the 
treetops, because all the 
birds are safely hidden in 
dense foliage. 
This doesn’t mean the 
birds aren't there. All day 
and see them hard at work from morn- 


G orher way it happens to us every year. We look the 


long we hear them 
{ng until night at the task of feeding their fast-growing fam- 
flies. And I must say they are more cheerful about it than 
some human beings, though perhaps this is because they 
don't have to worry about the retail price: of cabbage worms 


and caterpillars. At any rate, the air is filled with the music 
of their singing; the pleasant soft murmur of bluebirds. the 
cheery whistle of cardinals; the symphony of mockingbirds. 
the comical call of the yellow-breasted chat, the bright mel- 
ody of the orchard oriole. Along our country road the indigo 
bunting is a flash of iridescent blue, so occupied with the 
wonderful business of living and rearing young that it pays 
no attention when we pass a half-dozen feet away. Brown 
thrashers slip in and out of the hedges of multiflora rose.

Early last week we had another wonderful rain: 
this time 2.60 inches within a 24-hour period. It 
came steadily and gently so there was no damaging 
run-off. Yet before it ended, Saline Creek had risen 
far over our low-water bridge it was after noon be- 
fore I could cross on the tractor and bring Matt up 
to work. By 4 o'clock we managed to ford it, fender 
high, with the truck; but water was still running 
over the bridge next morning, which is the longest 
rise we've had in four years. And again, though this 
rain muddied the creek for a time, it began to clear 
almost at once, which is a sign of better land-use 
on our little watershed.

@ THESE RISES should bring some fish up Saline Creek 
{rom the larger streams below. Perhaps not enough to im- 
prove the fishing, but at least enough to give us a few pairs 
of breeding smallmouth bass to help stock the stream for 
future seasons. It will work this way, at least, if we can 
protect them from fishermen armed with the gigs and .22 
rifles which some sportsmen class as fishing tackle. 

On the morning after the rain when we drove to the 
bottom fields to look for new calves, we stopped at the Big 
Pond. Water was still floating down across the meadow 
which serves as its watershed and the pond was bank full 
and running out the spillway. Looking back, it seems the 
last time this happened must have been in 1952 or perhaps 
a year earlier

Summer catches up with us out in the fields, 
just as it overtakes us in the woods. One day we check 
the alfalfa and decide it will go two weeks before 
mowing. Then a couple of days later we look in on 
the field again to see whether we've having any 
damage from the pea aphid which is wreaking havoc 
with the alfalfa crop in many places. Often, unless 
the insects are poisoned by immediate spraying, 
the entire first cutting is lost. We find no aphid 
damage in the field, but in just that day or two the 
growth has become so rank that the alfalfa has 
started to lodge. And the brome grass has put forth 
its seed heads and started to bloom, while shoots of 
the second crop of alfalfa show up six inches high. 
This means time to mow; and the earliest since 
we've lived at Possum Trot. Even now the alfalfa 
has just started blooming. But when the crop is 
ready, each day’s delay means a loss. So we hook 
up the mower, check with Ern and Lovell on the 
baler, and the summer’s haying is under way.

@ THE FIRST FIELD TO BE CUT is a litle six-acre creek 
bottom; a matter of three hours mowing, even though the 
elfalfa and brome grass stand tall and heavy. With the 


wooded bluff on one side and the creek on the other, it 
is a haven for cottontails and by the time we've made a 
few rounds, the rabbits come shooting out across the mown 


swaths for the cover of the woods. The big ones make the 
distance in a few bounds, but the little fellows have more 
difficulty, tumbling and somersaulting as they try to make 
speed across the loose hay. Yet the mowing doesn’t leave 
them homeless, for there is denise cover in every direction 
and in a matter of days the alfalfa will grow again to fur- 
nish one of their favorite food sources. 

Although the day of the mowing was clear and warm, 
it wasn't long after we went to bed that night that we heard 
the rumble of thunder in the west; a sound which always 
sends old Mike into a frenzy pf defiant barking. We scur- 
ried about to close the windows and then, at intervals 
through the night, I woke to hear the rain coming down 
gently. So the first hay cutting of the season got wet in the 
swath which is when the damage is least. And as long 
as we have showers, more hay will grow, which is infinitely 
to be be preferred to a drouth when nothing grows at all.

As month after month passed, 
he and the small staff he had 
gathered around him forgot 
about hours and sometimes 
worked around the clock. Final- 
ly, late in 1954, Steichen was 
satisfied. From more than 2,- 
000,000 photographs, 503 were 
selected to tell the story of man 

When the exhibit was finally 
ready, it was found that the 
photographs represented ex- 
amples of work by 273 photog- 
raphers from 68 countries. 
Among photographers repre- 
sented are Arthur Witman and 
Paul Berg of the Post-Dispatch 
PICTURES staff. 


Pleased as Steichen was 
with the tremendous crowds 
that jammed the Museum of 
Modern Art during the three 
months “Family of Man” was 
on view, he was even more 
gratified when he traveled to 
Japan to arrange a showing of 
the exhibition there.

first real recognition when he 
exhibited photographs at the 
Philadelphia Photographic Sa- 


lon. Torn between his interest 
in photography and the desire 
to be a painter, Steichen sailed 
in 1900 for Paris. There on 
money he had saved and a small 
nest egg provided by his mother 
he worked and studied. At the 
age of 22 he had his first one- 
man show of paintings and pho- 
tographs at the Maison des Ar- 
tistes in Paris. Already the pos- 
sessor of considerable fame as 
a photographer he photographed 
such men as Rodin, Maeterlinck 
and Bernard Shaw. 


In 1903 Steichen returned to 
the United States and set up his 
own studio in New York. Soon 
he was known as a “master pho- 
tographer’ and was able. to 
command as high as $500 for 
the reproduction rights of his 
photographs of such men as 
Theodore Roosevelt and William 
Howard Taft. 


“IT found myself doing what 
people wanted me to do, uncon- 
sciously making the kind of pic- 
tures they wanted, and when | 
thought it over I didn’t agree 
with them,” Steichen said, look- 
ing back more than half a cen- 
tury. “Success of this sort, |! 
felt, was dangerous so I packed 
up and went back to Europe.” 

In Europe, he painted most 
of the time and became in- 
terested in the new movement 
that is today known as modern 
art. He assembled works of such 
moderns as Matisse and Picasso 
and Cezanne, Brancusi, John 
Marin and Gordon Craig and 
sent them to the United States

he and Alfred Stieglitz had

unit 

“Il was 62 then and I shall 
never cease to wonder at the 
courage of Vice Admiral A. W 
Radford and Artemus Gates, 
then Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy for Air, for taking me into 
the Navy,” Steichen smiles 

Steichen came out of the war 
a captain and the veteran of 
many hours of combat. He was 
aboard the Lexington when she 
was torpedoed while under the 
longest sustained air attack of 
the Navy's war in the Pacific 
The film “Fighting Lady” was 
made under his supervision. Out 
of his experiences on the Lex- 
ington during the Gilbert and 
Marshall operations, Steichen 
fashioned “The Blue Ghost,” a 
book of pictures about life 
aboard the famous fighting ship 
For service in World War ll, 
he was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Medal 

With the war over, Steichen 
again had his sights set on re- 
tirement but instead was per- 
suaded to take over the post 
of Director of the Department 
of Photography at the Museum 
of Modern Art, where since 
1947, he has presented the 
photographs of almost 1000 
photographers in some 30 ex- 
hibitions, not including “The 
Family of Man.”

‘The Most’ Abroad 


(Editor's note: One of the most suceessful of 
America’s unofficial] ambassadors abroad is Louis 
Satchmo Armstrong. Even normally reserved State 
Department representatives have extravagant praise 
for this New Orleans-born Negro with the lyrical 
trumpet. Here is a report on Armstrong in England.)

Satchmo is an enormous character, part clown 
part musician, who sincerely believes in the saying:

His Life ls Wrapped Up in Fish

IGITALIS, said the ichthy-

This was the oddest case of 


Andrew Heckenkamp, fish 
physician and breeder, a St 
Louisan whose life is all 


wrapped up in tropical fish— 
from the guppy to the Rummy 
Nose Tetra. 

What happened was a St 
Louis businessman who suf- 
fered a heart attack was ad- 
vised by his doctor to take up 
tropical fish as an interest; the 
idea being that watching the 
fluid and graceful movements 
of the beautiful little fish 
would be far more restful than, 
say, golfing or shadow boxing 
with a stock ticker.

He.is president of the St.

NE of the most extraordina- 
Q) ry hoaxes ever perpetrated 

in New York originated 
more than a hundred years ago 
in the fertile imagination of a 
dried-up old man named Lozier, 
who had amassed a competence 
as a carpenter and contractor 
and had then retired to enjoy 
life 


For almost two months dur- 
ing the summer of 1824, 
Lozier's fantastic activities, 


which he carried on with the 
enthusiastic assistance of John 
DeVoe, a retired butcher better 
known as Uncle John, kept a 
considerable portion of middle- 
and lower-class New York in a 
veritable frenzy of excitement. 

In those early days, when 
New York was a comparatively 
small city, a favorite loafing- 
place was the old Centre Mar- 
ket at. Grand, Baxter and Cer- 
tre streets. A dozen long 
benches lined the Grand street 
side of the market, and every 
afternoon from spring to winter 
they were filled with amateur 


Statesmen, principally retired 
small business men. most of 
whom combined scant «x:owl- 


edge with excessive gullibilitv. 

Chief among them were 
Lozier and Uncle John DeVce, 
and of these two venerable 
jokesters, Lozier was the leac- 
er. He was always listened to 
with enormous respect for he 
was wealthy and possessed 
more education than his fellows. 
Everybody thought he was a 
confidant persons in _ nigh 
places. 

Early in July, 1824, he was 
absent from his accustomed 
bench for several days. When 
he returned, he refused to join 
in the flow of conversation. At 
length, however, he admitted 
that he had been at City Hall 
in consultation . with Mayor 
Stephen Allen. No one doubted 
the truth of this statement. 

For almost a week Lozier 
kept his friends and admirers 
on tenterhooks of curiosity. 
Finally, on a day when all the 
Market benches were occupied 
and he was thus assured of an 
audience worthy of his talents, 
he made a full and complete 
explanation. 

It appeared that Lozier and 
Mayor Allen had had a long 
conversation about Manhattan 
Island and had reached the con- 
clusion that it was much too 
heavy on the Battery end, be- 
cause of the many large build- 
ings.

Heckenkamp often gets calls, 
night and day, from fish own- 
ers who want him to rush right 
out. He does. It’s part of his 
work, which includes setting up 
aquariums, an order business 
for fish, and the like 

He recalled the demand of 
one harried victim of modern 
life 

“These blankety-blank fish 
swim too fast!’ announced the 
owner. “Get me some _ slow- 
moving fish!” 


Ah, the hectic pace. As it

feasibility of the scheme. As

Meringue: 
_ Its Habit of © 
‘Weeping 
By Edith M. Barber 


VERY so often a _ reader 

F. asks why a meringue 
“weeps.” This term is used 

to describe syrup that may 
ooze from a meringue when 
| baked in a ring or individually 
| or when placed on top of a pie. 
This question cannot be an- 
swered in one sentence. A num- 
ber of factors may be to blame, 


The sugar may have been-add- | 


'ed too liberally at one time. 
Each addition to the beaten egg 


whites should be beaten thor- | 


oughly enough to practically 
dissolve it. _Some recipes call 
for the addition of a small 
amount of cream of tartar or 
vinegar. 


If you want a very high | 


meringue to top a pie, a com- 
small. amount 


you will have no trouble with 


“weeping,” if you use a slow 
| oven, 


Of course, for meringue 


shells a generous amount of 
| sugar will be needed. 


Most cooks seem to have 
better success with meringue 
if a slow oven is chosen, There 
are those who prefer to brown 


'the meringue on top of a pie in 


a moderately hot oven for about 


_four minutes. The general pref- 
erence is for a temperature of 
| 350 degrees 


Fahrenheit and 
| the time will be from 12 to 15 
By the way, the mer- 
ingue should be spread over 
the pie filling so it touches the 
edge of the crust all the way 
around, 

Once in a while on damp, 
muggy days there may be a 
slight “weeping” even when 
your usually successful recipe 
has been used.

MERINGUE FOR PIES: 
Three egg whites, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
vanilla extract, six tablespoons 
sugar. 

Have eggs at room tempera- 
ture, Add salt and flavoring. 
Beat at high speed until frothy. 
Add sugar, a little at a time. 
Beat well after each addition. 
Beat until stiff peaks are 
formed. 

MERINGUE SHELLS: One- 
eighth teaspoon salt, six egg 
whites, two cups granulated 
sugar, one teaspoon vinegar, 
one teaspoon vanilla extract. 

Add salt to egg whites and 
beat at high speed until very 
stiff. Add about two table- 
spoons sugar at a time and beat 
well after each addition. Add 
vinegar and vanilla and con- 
tinue beating about two min- 
utes. Drop by heaping table- 
spoons on an ungreased baking 
sheet. Bake at 275 degrees F., 
45 minutes, Reduce heat to 
250 degrees and bake 15 min- 
utes longer until firm and 
lightly browned,

O LONGER the sleeping giant, a city fully aroused and come awake with 
N a spirit of high adventure for the greater destiny of its tomorrows is the 
city of St. Louis. 

No longer can the city be content to bask in the fading glories of pioneers 
who carved urbanity from wilderness; for, if they did well for their time, man at 
his best, even now, sees but through a glass, darkly, and they did not nor could 
they have forseen the urban needs of today .. . or tomorrow. So, St. Louis presses 
on! 


As a body politic, the city has assured the on-going solvency of its civic gov- 
ernment operations through the institution of a permanent tax on the earnings of 
all its gainfully employed. It has prepared the way and instituted the financing 
and implementation of vast new public works, including highways and parking 
areas, civic buildings, schools, parks, playgrounds, cultural and public service fa- 
cilities. It has come well along on the tearing away of ancient and outmoded fa- 
cilities (both public and private) to make way for new planning and redevelop-

ment (both public and private) broad in scope and accentuated by contemporary 
thinking projected to the requirements of the next half century, and beyond. 


Moreover, as the heartland of a sprawling and ever-growing metropolitan 
economy that stretches far into two states and makes its influence felt the world 
around, St. Louis has, in conjunction with its neighbor bodies politic, implement-

S7. LOUIS, bound east by 
the Mississippi and else- 
where round about by an arbi- 
trary political rim, for more 
than half a century (like a 
restless and bubbling volcano) 
spewed its expanding com- 
merce, industry and population 
into the countryside around. 

But suddenly it exploded a 
decade or so ago, more or less, 
and hurled people, industry 
and commerce all over St. 
Louis county; into counties 
north and south; in Illinois to 
the east. There have been 
those who saw, in this sudden 
rowth, nothing to be left be- 
find but a burned-out crater of 
a Central City. But there also 
have been those who saw and 
who do see opportunity to 
strip out the obsolete and to 
build anew, a Central City such 
as the forefathers never 
dreamed of. This redevelop- 
ment is beginning to take 
place, sparked by action, by 
new capital and... most of all 
... by far-reaching ideas. 

St. Louis is seven hours fly- 
ing time by jet airliner from 
Rio oo Panee, only five hours 
from Paris, just two hours 
from Los Angeles, 14 hours 
from Melbourne. 

Those are a few of the facts 
about St. Louis’ Central City 
that architects felt it necessary 
to consider in designing a pro- 
posed Plaza Center for the 
area that lies between Kiel 
Auditorium and the main U. S. 
Post Office on the south side 
of Market Street. 

This plan, designed by 
Architects Murphy & Mackey 
(see opposite page) as a con- 
tribution to further thought 
about the future of the city. 
envisions the development of 
this area as “the focal point 
for progress in St. Louis in 
terms of expanding business 
and of our expanding contact 
with the world around us.” 

The dominant feature of 
their plan, as shown in the 
drawing, is a flight deck for 
helicopters to be built on the 
roof of a 4000-car garage. 

Jet-age passengers flying to 
Lambert-St. Louis Field in five 
hours from Paris or two hours 
from Los Angeles would take 
a five-minute shuttle flight to 
the Plaza Center, instead of 
crawling through city traffic 
for an hour. Similarly, helicop- 
ter flights would speed the 
transport of air mail and 
freight between the airport and 
the center of the city. And, as 
other heliports were built in 
the city and throughout the re- 
gion, it would lead to the de- 
velopment of a completely new 
kind of commuter service for 
the entire St. Louis area. 

The huge garage would con- 
nect with ramps leading to and 
from the Chouteau leg of the 
Daniel Boone Expressway. 
With busses providing fast 
shuttle service to the down- 
town area, it would provide 
parking for commuters and 
shoppers, alleviating downtown 
traffic and parking problems. 
It could also be used for auto- 
mobile storage by travelers de- 
parting the city from the air- 
on re! rene 

rchitects Joseph Murphy 
and Eugene Mackey worked 
out several alternate plans for 
the area, including one that 
calls for construction of a ho- 


tel and one that would feature’ 


an international trade mart. In 
the design here presented the 
emphasis is predominantly on 
transportation. 

Under this plan, the Center 
would include a unique travel 
pavilion with ticket and infor- 
mation offices for air, land and 
ocean travel; a 13-story trans- 
portation office building; an 
8-story municipal office a 
ing to house city offices now 
scattered among several build- 
Ings; a post office annex, for 
which land along the Seven- 
teenth street side of the area 
has already been acquired; 
space for a department store, 
shops and a restaurant, and the 
proposed garage and heliport. 

There would be a plaza con- 
course connecting the travel 
pavilion on Market Street with 
the. garage, the heliport and 
bus terminal.

Further study of these fig- 
ures indicates that there are 
271,134 dwelling units in the 
City now compared to 263,037 
in 1950. This is a net increase 
of 8097 dwelling units. 


Actually, construction of 
14,064 new dwelling units was 
authorized in the last six years. 
This means that 5967 sub- 
standard units were torn down 
and replaced by new construc- 
tion during this period.

St. Louis has not only ac- 
complished an appreciable in- 
crease in the number of dwell- 
ing units, but it has substan- 
tially improved the overall 
quality of its residential ac- 
commodations. 


These figures do not include 
any expenditure of City funds 
which the public-spirited citi- 
zens of St. Louis approved in 
the $110,639,000 bond issue a 
year ago this week. 


Approximately $8,000,000 
worth of 1955 bond issue proj- 
ects have been completed, are 
under construction or about 
ready for construction. 


In the future years there 
will be a growing volume of 
public improvements under the 
bond issue. These projects will 
lift the face of the community 
and encourage the expenditure 
of still more private capital.

WHEN the idea of erecting in St. Louis the 
building that later became The Montclair 
was first broached to me in New York some 
eight years ago, m first reaction was ver 
strongly negative. gt. Louis, I had been told, 
was a community in balance, a static community 
with little need and less enthusiasm for new 
major construction, a city where all the good 
building sites had long since been developed. 

But when I came to St. Louis to see for my- 
self, I found a very different situation. It is 
true enough that St. Louis is a balanced com- 
munity in the diversity of its manufacturing 
and business activities—but equally true that 
sound, progressive business expansion has

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created a continuing need for big buildings to 
house that expansion and the growing work 
force consequent upon it. 

Moreover, I quickly learned that St. Louis 
community leaders respond to proposals for new 
offices and apartments not only with enthusiasm 
but with concrete assistance. 
Commerce, for example, is eager to help pro- 
spective builders to choose among the many 
good building sites still available—in assessing 
the relative need for different types of build- 
ing—and in many of the other details that must 
be resolved before plans for any new major 
construction can be firmed up.

Co-operation by all 
elements of the city’s govern- 
ment has reached a new high.

lowered class loads from the 39 students per teacher 
prior to 1951 to the present 37 per teacher. We 
hope to achieve a 36 pupil per teacher ratio next 
year and to continue this program until we meet 
the ideal standard of 32. 


Maintain many valuable services in the face of 
steadily rising costs. These services include: free 
textbooks, schools for handicapped, special read- 
ing clinics, modern teaching aids including educa- 
tional radio and TV, and school lunches. 


Provide for adequate maintenance and repair of 
school buildings to protect property values and 
the citizens’ investment.

Rose-growing can and should 
be fun, rather than a hard, ex- 
acting task. At least that’s the 
opinion expressed by a recent 
St. Louis visitor, Dr. Raymond 
C. Allen, past. secretary of the 
American Rose Society and at 
present director of the new 
botanic-horticultural Kingwood 
Institute at Mansfield, O. 


“Often a man tells me that 


he bought a few roses, planted 
them and had fine blossoms,” 
Dr. Allen says “Then, when 


he added more plants and began 
to make a real study of growing 


roses, he was disappointed with 
the results 

“The truth is that you can 
become too. technical. The 
plants won't appreciate what 


you dof or them ,and you'll be 


too bogged down in techniques , 


to enjoy the flowers. It’s like 
a dog fancier who gets so tech- 
nical 
dogs.” 
Growing roses isn't difficult, 
Dr. Allen says, if the plants are 
treated just like a shrub. For 
example, roses don’t demand 
special beds that must be dug 
and enriched “two feet deep.” 
“If you have good fertile soil, 
you don't have to pamper your 


roses.” Dr. Allen declares. “Just 
dig a good hole, spread the 
roots out, mix organic matter 


with the soil, and plant care- 
fully. Then protect the canes 
and don't let them drv out while 
the plants are trying to become 
established 

“One easy way is to bank the 
canes with pieces of sod, turned 
with the grass side in. Then you 
can peek in once in a while 
and gradually remove the sod 
when the growth starts.” 


Dr. Allen does not advocate 
the use of chemical fertilizer 
at planting time, since this may 
deter root growth. Instead, he 


feeds the plants when the new 
stems and leaves measure from 
12 to 15 inches. He also warns 
against severe pruning, which 
tends to weaken the plants 

“Some people have the idea 
that plants should be cut back 
to produce larger blooms,” he 
says. “The truth is that if you 
leave more wood the flowers 
will be just as large and fine, 
and you'll have more of them. 
If you take away too much 
wood you are really defoliating 
and weakening the plant It 
takes a lot of leaves to accumu- 
late the food that must he 
stored in stems and roots.” 

Dr. Allen, who confesses that 
roses have been a major inter- 
est virtually all his life, studied 
various phases of their growth 
when he was a staff member 
at Boyce Thompson Institute, 
at Yonkers, N.Y. Later he spent 
12 vears at Cornell University, 
where he was in charge of test 
gardens and conducted an ex- 
perimental program that in- 
cluded mulching, water and fer- 
tilizer relationships, and plant 
propagation. 

These experiments, as well as 
intimate knowledge of 
gained in his own back-yard 
garden, convinced him of the 
importance of watering and 
mulching during hot, dry weath- 
er A good mulch not only 
conserves moisture, he says, 
but it keeps the roots cool. The 
cooler the roots are, the more 
productive the rose will be. 


Control of disease is vitally 
important, too, he says. This is 
chiefly a matter of prevention 


and protection. For a fungicide 
he recommends a distant rela- 
tive of fermate. known as man- 


zate. A preparation known as 
Mildex will control mildew, but 
only for two or three days. Sul- 
phur dust is more long-lasting 
‘although it may burn the 
leaves in extremely hot weath- 
er 

‘There are literally hundreds 
of perfectly good Sprays and 
dusts,”’ Dr. Allen says, “but peo- 


ple tend to put too much con- 
fidence in these chemicals and 
do not exercise enough care in 
the time or thoroughness of the 
application. We need to ask, 
‘Is this fungicide on the leaf at 
the proper time”? Will it cover 
both upper and under surfaces 
of the leaves?’ 

“Some people are afraid that 
a shower might wash off a 
spray or dust, but leaves ac- 
tually need protection from the 
moisture. If the leaf surface is 
wet for about six hours, black 
spot spores can germinate and 
penetrate the tissues.” 

Dr. Allen’s interest in roses 
goes well beyond the problems 
involved in growing them. He 
would like to _see the rose come 
into its own as a landscape 
flower. He maintains that we 
need a new style in the use of 
roses. The modern rose is an 
adaptable plant that should be 
freed from stiff, geometric beds 
or formal hedge plantings. In- 
stead, roses may be attractively 
combined with other plants. 

“T assure you that the test 
gardens at Kingwood Center 
will not follow the conventional! 
pattern. Associated with me is 
a contemporary-thinking land- 
scape architect, Carleton 8B. 
Lees. Instead of having the 
landscape do nothing but pro- 
vide a background for the roses, 
we intend to plant the roses so 
that they will embellish the 
landscape picture.” 

Dr. Allen advocates using 
roses with groupings of bulbs 
Madonna, regal 
or speciosum lilies, for exam- 
ple, will bring a fine show 
after the roses have finished 
their first bloom

Haven't you often wondered 


how the florist grows those 
huge chrysanthemum beauties 
you see in his greenhouse? 


Well, it’s true there are certain 
basic rules—but none of them 
are difficult and certainly the 
rewards are worth taking the

In the first place, a small 
greenhouse is almost a necessi- 
ty because the finest mum 
Varieties dont bloom — until 


November when its freezing 
outside. Hundreds of home

Probably nothing 
would be more satisfactory to 
them than to grow in the 
greenhouse a few dozen. huge 
“football” type mums 
Secondly, if you want to try it, 
vou Il need the same variety your 
florist grows: 
door hardy varieties just won't 
do. Righ here the place to drop 
a hint concerning how your 
florist starts his crop. He plants 
his beds with rooted cuttings 
not hardened. overgrown plants 
in small undersized pots. He 
usually buys his cuttings from 
large. wholesale producers who 
specialize in rooted chrysanthe-

LISTED BY BOY SCOUT CHIEF 


CINCINNATI, O. May 26 
(UP)—The Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica yesterday reported record- 
breaking membership gains at 
a two-day meeting of the Na- 
tional Council. 

Dr. Arthur A. Schuck, chief 
Scout executive, said that the 
gains present a “challenging 
responsibility” for the training 
of American youth in character 
and good citizenship. 

Dr. Schuck reported that 
troop membership _ totaled 
1.339.796. This figure includes 
1,142,396 Boy Scouts and 257,- 
000 Explorers. He said there 
are 53,604 troops, and 36,000 
Cub packs. At the end of 1955, 
he said, 440,244 young men 
were enrolled in the Explorer | 
program. 

He reported that 522,631 
youngsters attended a Scout 
summer camp.

For 
centuries the kingdom, about the 
size of lowa, was kept in isolation 
by its rulers. 
In recent years many barriers 
against foreigners have been re 
moved. When King Mahendra was 
crowned this month, numerous out- 
siders — including photographers — 
were admitted to Katmandu, the cap- 
ital. Asa result the world got a color- 
ful glimpse of an almost fantasy - like 
blending of the new and the ancient. 
Mahendra arrived at the corona- 
tion scene in an automobile; he rode 
away on an elephant. The $2,000,000 
crown of the Kings of Nepal was 
placed on his head at 10:43 a.m., an 
hour deemed by the royal astrologers 
as the most auspicious. 
Before receiving the crown, the 
King was washed by Hindu priests 
with water from holy rivers and 
anointed with mud—mud from an ele- 
phant stable for strength, from a 
horse stable for fleetness and from 
the Himalaya Mountains for wisdom. 
Although the ceremonies mostly fol- 
lowed traditions of centuries, there 
was an important variation: Mahen- 
dra had only one Queen at his side 
instead of the customary two. 
Mahendra, who is 35 years old, 
has reigned since his father’s death 
last year. The father came to power 
in a revolution in 1950, after he and 
his forebears had for more than a 
century been virtual captives of their 
tyrannical prime ministers. 
Most of the 8,600,000 Nepalese 
are desperately poor, and only about 
1 per cent can read and write.

EOGRAPHICALLY, COOK COUNTY is to Chicago 
what St. Louis County is to St. Louis. Both em- 
brace a sea of suburban communities ringing 

highly urbanized, densely populated cities. And in each 
— the suburban sea contains numerous islands of 
light. 

While St. Louis County is just now beginning to stir 
itself in relation to its blighted areas, a number of proj- 
ects are going forward in Cook County involving slum 
clearance, urban renewal, public housing and acquisi- 
tion of tax delinquent land for private redevelopment. 
Of particular interest to St. Louis County is the Robbins 
project in Cook County, a pioneering effort in renewal 
of a suburban slum community. 

Robbins is a small municipality located about 20 
miles southwest of Chicago’s downtown “Loop.” Its 6000 
residents are Negroes. The village was platted in the 
1890s as a real estate venture but didn’t attract settlers 
until the World War I period when hundreds of lots were 
sold. The community grew haphazardly, without plan- 
ning, zoning, building codes, sewers or municipal serv- 
ices. Most of the homes were jerry - built shacks that had 
neither running water nor central heating. Ditches pro- 
vided surface drainage along dirt streets and also served 
as depositories for tin cans and rubbish. 

The village, in short, was a filthy slum about which 
Chicago and Cook County were aware but uninterested. 
Little was done until a group of Robbins citizens sought 
private funds in 1943 to install a municipal water system. 
They failed to get money because the town’s finances 
were in no better shape than its homes, but they suc- 
ceeded in another way. The attempt to improve the 
community through boot-strap efforts gained attention 
and sympathy, and resulted in 1946 in the establishment 
of the Cook County Housing Authority. 


With the aid of the Authority, acting in the dual 
role of public housing agency and redevelopment body, 
Robbins undertook a sweeping urban renewal program 
—the first of its kind in the country. The long-range 
goal is the complete transformation of Robbins from a 
squalid slum into a bright, modern community. 

Only the initial phase of the renewal program has 
been completed, but already spectacular results have 
been achieved. The village put in a $1,000,000 water 
and sewer system. It got a new $350,000 grade school 
and a 100-unit $1,300,000 low-rent public housing proj- 
ect. A $4,000,000 private development of 330 homes is 
rising on unimproved land acquired through the Author- 
ity. And 178 more privately financed homes costing some 
$2,750,000 soon will be built on 68 acres of slum - cleared 
property. 

Plans are being made for a modern shopping center 
to be built with private capital on slum property acquired 
and cleared by the Authority. The next phase of the 
over-all program will be a second renewal project in 
which 160 more acres of slums are to be cleared in an 
area adjoining the 122 acres now undergoing redevelop 
ment. The two areas embrace nearly half of the village. 
Eventually 85 per cent of the community's mile - square 
land area will be redeveloped, and four-fifths of the 
structures standing when the renewal program started 
two years ago are destined to be torn down. 

The key that unlocked the door for Robbins’ rebirth 
was the Cook County Housing Authority. The agency 
was established by the county's Board of Commissioners, 
but the board allocated no funds for its operation. It 
got started in 1946 with an initial grant of $580,000 from 
the Illinois Housing Authority which enabled it to pro 
ceed with project planning. Since then it has kept 
going through federal grants for specific projects. The 
Cook County Housing Authority also is empowered to 
serve as a land clearance for redevelopment commission. 


The Authority has helped Robbins help itself by pro- 
viding vital aid in the highly complex business of com- 
munity planning and redevelopment. Preliminary to the 
renewal program, it aided the village in solving its fun- 
damental problem—lack of modern sanitation—by help- 
ing it procure a $1,135,000 Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration loan for construction of a water and sewer system, 
completed in 1952. (It was one of the last loans made by 
the RFC before that federal agency went out of business.) 

The Authority also obtained a public housing proj- 
ect for Robbins which made housing available for fam- 
ilies relocated from slum dwellings marked for later 
demolition. As a prerequisite for a $1,000,000 federal 
grant for the renewal project, it helped Robbins fulfill 
the Federal Government's mandatory seven-point pre- 
liminary program. The program requires proper build- 
ing and zoning codes, comprehensive community plan- 
ning, detailed neighborh analysis, adequate admin- 
istrative organization, financing ability, housing for dis- 
placed families, and full-fledged citizen participation. 


With the Robbins project well advanced, the Au- 
thority is now planning renewal programs for two other 
blighted areas in Cook County —a small section of the 
city of Chicago Heights and the entire village of East 
Chicago Heights. The $3,000,000 Chicago Heights proj- 
ect involves a rundown 12-block area which would be 
redeveloped through slum clearance, spot demolition, re- 
habilitation, public housing and private housing. The 
East Chicago Heights project, which may cost $2,000,000, 
would include all of the town’s 400 acres. After installa- 
tion of a sewer and water system, it would involve ac- 
quisition of tax delinquent land, slum clearance and con- 
struction of both public and private housing. 

While the geographical relationship of Cook County 
to Chicago is similar to that of St. Louis County to St. 
Louis, the governmental relationship is not. Chicago 
is a governmental unit of Cook County, while St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, of course, are separate. Blight. 
however, is heedless of political boundaries, and Cook 
County's approach to its slum problem affords St. Louis 
County an excellent blueprint. 

This is not to infer that St. Louis County is neglect- 
ing its islands of blight. Its Planning Commission and 
Health Department already have listed 11 substandard 
areas that are in need of redevelopment. Its council is 
studying the matter of empowering the St. Louis County 
Housing Authority to act as a redevelopment agency. 
And the Authority is planning public housing projects 
for several of the slum areas. 


The 11 areas officially listed as blighted are 
Meacham Park, Webster Heights, Elmwood Park, Fair- 
mount Park, Kinloch, Jefferson Barracks, Times Beach. 
Lakewood, Creve Coeur Beach, South Maryland Heights 
and North Hill. The first five are predominantly Negro 
communities. Of the 11, only two are incorporated, Kin- 
loch and Times Beach. The others are in unincorporated 
areas of the county, with a few spilling over into adja- 
cent incorporated municipalities. 

Five of the substandard communities—Elmwood 
Park, Meacham Park, Jefferson Barracks, Webster 
Heights and Fairmount Park—have been selected by the 
St. Louis County Housing Authority as sites of proposed 
public housing projects. Of the 600 public housing units 
allocated to St. Louis County by the federal Public Hous 
ing Authority, 350 have been tentatively approved by the 
agency for Jefferson Barracks, and an application is 
pending for 140 in Webster Heights. The other 110 units 
remain unallotted. The city of Kinloch, with a popula- 
tion of 7500, has its own Housing Authority; it is plan- 
ning 100 units of public housing under a $900,000 slum 
clearance program which the town originated itself.

Tremendous fireball] of the 
United States’ first air- 
dropped hydrogen bomb, 
partly obscured by clouds, 
lights the predawn sky over 
the South Pacific Ocean.

N THE FIRST OPERATION of its kind 
in St. Louis, a mechanical heart and 
lung pumped blood and breathed for 

a 4-year-old boy while surgeons opened 
his heart and removed an obstruction. 
For 15 dramatic minutes, the boy’s blood 
circulated through the machine at the 
rate of a pint a minute. With the heart 
still beating but empty of blood, the chief 
surgeon was able to operate on the vital 
organ and see exactly what he was do- 
ing. Without the machine's substituting 
for the heart and lungs, the operation 
would have had to be performed blindly, 
if it could have been done at all. 

The delicate four-hour operation 
(most of the time was consumed in open- 
ing and closing the patient's chest) was 
done by a well-rehearsed team of 12 
doctors and nurses from St. Louis Univer- 
sity's School of Medicine. Two young 
resident surgeons in charge of monitor- 
ing the apparatus during the operation 
had tested and practiced with it for 
months in the laboratory. In fact, they 
assembled it themselves from specifica- 
tions devised at the University of Minne- 
sota, where the machin ed a bub- 
ble oxygenator—was developed. 

The principle of an artificial heart 
and lung is not new. Research in the 
field has been going on for 20 years, but 
not until three years ago was a practical 
heart-lung machine perfected. Several 
different types are now in use. The bub- 
ble oxygenator is relatively simple. Es- 
sentially, it is composed of several yards 
of plastic tubing, two pumps which sub- 
stitute for the heart, and an oxygenating 
unit which functions for the lungs.

slide downward. In the “de- bubbler” the 
foam is converted back into a liquid. 
From the cylinder, the blood runs into a 
coil of plastic tubing where residual 
small bubbles are eliminated and a small 
reservoir of blood is maintained. The 
coil is immersed in water heated by an 
electric unit so the temperature of the 
blood can be regulated. 

As it leaves the coil, the oxygenated 
blood passes through a filter that re 
moves any clots which may have formed, 
then is seneee through a tube to the pa- 
tient. Under pressure, the blood re-enters 
the body through the aorta, the large 
blood vessel that leaves the heart, from 
whence it is carried through the body's 
arterial system. 

About two pints of blood are neces- 
sary to fill the tubing of the machine at 
a given moment, and the machine must 
be primed with oxygenated donors’ blood 
to start. Three to four minutes are re 
quired for blood to pass through the ma- 
chine. The rate at which the blood is 
withdrawn from and reintroduced into 
the body can be controlled by regulat- 
ing the pumps; the rate averages about 
one ounce per minute for every two 
pounds of body weight. 

In the case of the boy patient, who 
weighed 22 pounds, the rate was about 
one pint per minute. During the period 
the machine substituted for the boy's 
heart and lungs, his entire blood supply 
(about one and one-half pints) passed 
through the machine approximately 12 
times. The machine pumped one-third 
as fast as his heart ordinarily would. 

The young patient was Donald Jones 
of Caruthersville, Missouri, who had been 
born with an obstruction that prevented 
the normal flow of blood from the heart.

N OUT-OF-DOORS MEAL that can be served piping 
hot from a grill is a specialty of Miss Kathleen Burke, 
home economist for.a St. Louis manufacturer. The meal 

consists of browned marinated steaks, grilled tomatoes, hot 
bread and pineapple sherbet, all made in a few minutes. 

Miss Burke prefers to marinate the steaks overnight, but 

a shorter time will suffice. She thoroughly blends vinegar, 
water, oil, sugar, salt, onion salt, paprika, oregano, dry 
mustard and Worcestershire sauce to make the marinade. 
Steaks are well-coated with this mixture, then stored in re- 
frigerator to absorb the flavors. When ready to cook they are 
drained slightly, then dipped in bread crumbs and browned 
on both sides. Grill is greased as necessary. Tomato slices 
are grilled when meat is nearly done, steaks being stacked to 
one side to keep warm. Butter, flavored with garlic, is spread 
between partly sliced pieces of French bread before being 
browned in portable table oven. Fresh pineapple, cut in 
cubes, is mixed with sugar and crushed ice, then whipped up 
in a blender and served immediately. A small amount of 
cream for richness or rum for additional flavor may be added 
to the sherbet.

Cathedral of the 


Pines 


by NORMAN M. LOBSENZ 


RINDGE, N. H. 
Next Wednesday, rain or shine, more than 25,000 peo- 
ple from all over the U. S. will make a Memorial Day 
pilgrimage to a pine-shaded knoll near this small New 
Hampshire town. There, in America’s most unusual 
place of worship, each in his own way will pay tribute 
to the country’s war dead. Indirectly, they also will be 
honoring the memory of the young man whose death 
was responsible for the creation of the Cathedral of 
the Pines. 

His name was Sanderson Sloane. He died 12 years 
ago, when his bomber crashed in Germany. Before 
going overseas, Sandy Sloane had chosen this knoll as 
the site of the home he and his wife planned to build. 
Originally, giant pines pressed close upon the trail that 
led to the brow of the hill. Then the great hurricane of 
1938 toppled most of them. 

But one spring afternoon Sandy and his father 
climbed the trail again. With the trees gone, they could 
look out across the valley and its glistening necklace of 
lakes to Mt. Monadnock, miles away, and the whole 
brilliant, rolling Wachusett Divide. It was, Sandy said, 
“the most beautiful view God ever put together.” 

After their son’s death, Douglas and Sibyl Sloane 
often visited “Sandy's knoll”; eventually they were 
moved to build a modest memorial to him. Boughs and 
rock were cleared away, and a cross of New Hamp- 
shire granite erected. But the first small memorial 
service awakened such a widespread response that the 


Sloanes felt perhaps the Cathedral of the Pines could 
become a symbol of the sacrifice made by all—-women 
as well as men — who gave their lives in America’s 
battles. And so it has. 

First, an Altar of the Nation was built; then a lec- 
tern, a pulpit, a baptismal font; and Hilltop House, a 
retreat for visiting clergymen. Uniquely, each struc- 
ture is built of stones contributed from all over the 
world, many from famous personalities. 

President Eisenhower, for example, sent two stones: 
one from the Normandy beach where U. S. forces 
landed on D-Day, and one from his Kansas home. 
General MacArthur's stone comes from Japan's At- 
sugi airfield, where he landed to occupy that country; 
Adm. William Halsey sent coral from the Pacific Is- 
lands his forces reconquered. 


From the Parthenon — and Hiroshima 


There are bits of soil or rock from Jerusalem's Mt. 
Zion; from Lincoln's birthplace; from Valley Forge, 
Plymouth Rock, the Parthenon in Athens, ground zero 
at Hiroshima — from historic sites in every American 
state and virtually every country in the world. 

By 1946 a few pastors were asking to hold special 
services at the Cathedral. The Sloanes, who by now 
had set up a trust to oversee their efforts, installed 
benches, a small organ, a public-address system, a 
parking area. 

Soon, on Sundays and special holy days, various

religions were holding services in this outdoor cathe- 
dral. All told, 35 different denominations have con- 
ducted over 600 ceremonies in the past decade. In 
addition, countless civic, fraternal, patriotic and youth 
organizations have held religious and patriotic services 
there. The Cathedral, incidentally, is maintained en- 
tirely by voluntary donations. 

Today it is not unusual for as many as 60,000 peo- 
ple to make the pilgrimage to the Cathedral of the 
Pines on a single week end. Many come to worship; 
but even those who come just as tourists leave with a 
new sense of reverence for things spiritual. 

“Outdoor churches,” says Douglas Sloane, “exert 
a subtly different sort of influence. Many who come 
to the Cathedral are non-churchgoers who are troubled 


because they cannot find a real faith. For many of - 


them, a few services at the Cathedral of the Pines are a 
stepping-stone to new religious inspiration.” 

One couple, who came merely to sight-see, agree 

“My husband and I aren't formally religious,” the 
young wife says. “But we walked through the arches 
of pines, and heard the delicate organ music, and then 
suddenly we came to the brow of the hill and saw the 
cross hanging in what seemed like mid-air, surrounded 
only by the sky, and the mountains in the distance, My 
husband and I looked at each other, and we both had 
tears in our eyes. 

“It was as close to Heaven as we'll ever get in this 
life.” 

The Cathedral, says Adm. Chester Nimitz, is “truly 
a memorial to all those who gave their lives in the 
service of our country.” And by next Memorial Day 
this may be a literal as well as spiritual fact. New 
Hampshire's Sen. H. Styles Bridges and Rep. Perkins 
Bass have introduced a resolution in Congress to have 
the Cathedral designated as a National Shrine. The 
legislation is now in committee.

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What you should know about... 


Thirteen months have passed since the 
dramatic announcement of the Salk vac- 
cine for infantile paralysis. You have 
read stories of defective vaccine, of new 
production standards to assure safety, of 
continuing research on other vaccines. 
But now another polio season looms. 
What is the outlook? What should you 
know about polio in 1956? 

Here are the questions most people 
are asking, with answers from the U.S. 
Public Health Service and the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis: 

@ How good is the Salk vaccine? 

A Among inoculated children, there is 
75-80 per cent less paralytic polio than 
among unimoculated groups. Some ex- 
perts say the vaccine affords even more 
than 75-80 per cent protection. 

@ How much vaccine will be avail- 
able this summer? 

A By July 10, producers hope to have 
enough to provide two shots each for 
67,000,000 people, most of them 14 or 
younger. Don't be surprised if actual 
supplies fall somewhat short of that esti- 
mate. 

Q@ Why isn't there more vaccine? 

A Each batch takes at least 120 days 
to produce, and is subject to time-con- 
suming delays all along the way. 

Q@ Before rigid safety standards were 
set up last spring, much vaccine was 
produced. Is any of that still used? 

A No. 

@ Can vaccination cause a child to 
spread polio to his family? 

A No — because the vaccine does not 
contain [ive viruses. 

Q@ What is the recommended dosage? 

A Two shots four to six weeks apart 
— with a third shot seven months to a 
year later. Even with only one shot, 
there is considerable short-term protec- 
tion. 

@ Has anyone received the full three 
shots? 

A Some youngsters have. Out of 
4.658 in Massachusetts who got the full

course of injections, just one came down 
with paralytic polio. 

Q How many people have received 
Salk vaccine to date? 

A Around 20,000,000. 

Q How many paralytic cases did the 
vaccine prevent last year? 

A Last year, the total was about 
1,250. This year, experts predict vaccine 
will prevent “several thousand” para- 
lytic cases. 

@ Is the vaccine used today different 
from that used a year ago? 

A Fundamentally, it is the same. Pro- 
duction and safety testing techniques 
have changed considerably, however. 

Q Who is eligible to receive vaccine? 

A States have set up their own pro- 
grams for distribution. So far, youngsters 
under 15 usually are given priority. But 
local doctors and city health officers can 
tell you of your state’s arrangements. 

@ It cannot really be said that polio 
will be licked in '56, can it? 

A No, paralytic cases are still occur- 
ing. One week's total last month wes 
slightly over the five-year average for 
the comparable period. 

Q@ Then the old rules still apply — the 
Ones about preventing overexertion, 
avoiding crowded places, etc.? 

A Certainly. Not until 1957 will there 
be a “minimal number” of paralytic 
Cases. 

@ Will there be vaccine this summer 
earmarked for epidemic areas? 

A Small emergency supplies will be 
available — for research purposes. Doc- 
tors still want to determine whether vac- 
cine used on the spot can shorten the 
duration of an outbreak. 

@ Will people have to get annual 
“booster” shots through life? 

A Probably not. There is evidence 
that the three-shot schedule gives three 
or more years of protection. 

@ Can vaccine which passes present 
safety tests cause polio? 

A No. , an

These Americans got away from it all—and so can you. 


Y FAMILY Of six, including children stair- 
M stepped from 4 to 8, has just returned from a 
year of relaxed and gracious living in Spain's 
balmy and beautiful Canary Islands. We lived in a 
seven-room lava-block villa in a subtropical mountain 
valley, with a full-time cook and housemaid and a 
gardener. We all learned Spanish and formed lasting 
friendships with many of the Islanders. We swam in 
80-degree surf whenever we felt like it, climbed moun- 
tains, coffee-clatched under the palms at sidewalk 
cafes. But most important, we caught our breath after 
nine breathless postwar years in Suburbia Americana 
and took a fresh look at ourselves. 
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This new life was not the life of Riley. But it was 
what we wanted and needed — far from traffic jams, 
heart attacks, TV sets, the do-it-yourself craze, “Mom, 
where are my rubbers?” and the 5:19 Ulcer Special. 

By any light it was worth many times the $200 a 
month we spent. With the right approach it could be 
done for even less. “With 4,000 pesetas ($100) a 
month,” a Canario shipping man told us, “my famuly 
of five lived very comfortably. Now at 10,000 ($250), 
we could live indecently.” 

Of course, the Canaries aren't the only dish in the 
ocean. There’s Madeira, Majorca, Jersey (the other 
Jersey), Ischia, the Caymans, St. Helena, Tobago,

Tahiti and a covey of other island paradises. Like 
humans and houses, each has its good and bad points. 
But we chose the Canaries, and here’s why. 

There are seven requirements for a family paradise: 

1) Dry, sunny, year-round summer weather. Ob- 
ject: to eliminate snow suits, rain gear, asthma. 

2) Year-round ocean swimming. 

3) Living @osts one-third to one-half what they 
are at home. : 

4) First-class medical care 24 hours away. 


5) Opportunity to learn a useful foreign language. 


6) Access to stimulating, educated people with a 
viewpoint different from ours. 
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7) A-culture with different standards and an easy- 
going tempo. 

The much-cartooned desert island, equipped only 
with palm tree and tative girl, would never meet these 
requirements. Nor would an isle such as Capri, with 
its daily wave of tourists. The island we felt fitted 
specifications most exactly was Grand Canary Island, 
one of the seven inhabited Canary Islands in the 
Atlantic 700 miles southwest of Gibraltar and 100 
miles off the west coast of Africa. 

The climate exceeded our most optimistic dreams. 
It was neither tropical — in the sense of monsoons and 
humidity and torpid heat — nor temperate as we un- 
derstand the term in the U.S. In winter, warm, dry 
air’ from the African desert repelled the chill trade 
winds from the north. Winter mornings were good 
“suit weather.” Afternoons were warm enough for 
swimming. In summer the cool trades drove the hot 
desert airs back into the Sahara. And all year the 
friendly Gulf Stream sent seas of constant warmth — 
warmer in winter than Southern California’s surf in 
summer. 


Who's for a Merienda? 


Except in the port area there were no houses by 
the sea, so we settled for a mountain villa and a small 
European car to bridge the gap. From here we drove 
to any of four beaches. One was an oasis with palms, 
a lagoon, five miles of dunes along a warm, shimmer- 
ing sea and not another living person in sight. Just 
us, alone with sun, sand and sea, in June — and in 
January, too. 

A day at the beach might be followed by a different 
kind of day — a morning of shopping, a big midday 
meal, a siesta and a Canary merienda from 6 until 10. 
This is a wonderful blend of high tea, cocktail party, 
dance, debate and children’s soiree -— the way to 
entertain in Grand Canary. Or instead we might climb 
the 2,000-to-6,000 foot mountain peaks that walled 
our world. Or wander through the orange groves and 
banana plantations and talk to the friendly, unhurried 
farmers. And the evening air might ring with guitar 
music and the laughter of young couples discussing 
tomorrow’s fiesta. 

Language was a problem at first. Only one of us 
had studied it—two years of high-school Spanish 
with a four-month night-school refresher. It was two 
or three months before we could carry on an intelligi- 
ble conversation. As a resident you need to know the 
language, and the more you know the more fun you 
have. As we learned more, all of us formed friend- 
ships we'll treasure for the rest of our lives. 

“Friends,” said one of the island’s leading citizens, 
“are for more than giggling with.” And in weeks to 
come, this man’s family took us into their hearts. 
Their house became ours when we visited the city. 
They helped our children with Spanish. They took us 
on beach parties. They loaned us clothes for a formal 
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MAP locates Canary Islands, 100 miles off Africa. 


reception. They took us to military maneuvers, foot- 
ball games, concerts. Even Christmas was a day 
shared, and homesickness was far from our minds. 

In some cases we had to overcome certain preju- 
dices against Americans. One day, crossing a village 
Square, we. were stopped by a Canario couple. The 
woman asked if we were from the Basque country of 
Spain, where there are many blonds. Told we were 
Americans, she reacted with shocked surprise. “But it 
can't be,” she protested. “In America, people do not 
have so many children. One or two, yes? But not 
four.” To her, America was the land of skyscraper 
dwellers with Only Children. 

To a Canario, money and material possessions are 
quite secondary. Unwritten charge accounts at the 
shops are the rule. Too-prompt payment of a bill may 
be an unfriendly act, suggesting that the debtor thinks 
the creditor hard-pressed. No one allows impatience 
to cause embarrassment to another. One day, after 
piling up more groceries than she had money for, my 
wife tried to return the extra items. The clerk was 
greatly distressed. Although he had never seen her 
before, he insisted she take the goods and pay some 
other day. 

“The important thing is that you should be happy,” 
he said. ““When you are happy you will always return. 
If you do not return | will be desolate because I have 
thrown away the chance to make a new friend.” 

Living costs turned out to be even lower than we 
had anticipated. Of the $5,000 saved for this “year 
away, we had to allot $2,150 for transportation. 
This left. $2,850 for 14 months’ living expenses for 
six of us. At first we felt we’d be lucky to get by on 
this $200 a month without a car and with only a 
gardener and a cook. After our second month we dis- 
covered that even $165 a month would cover us, so we 
added the car and a full-time housemaid. 

How was this possible? Our villa and servants came 
to $50. Food ran to $60 or $70, with nine of us eating. 
Haircuts were 12 cents for me and 10 for the boys. 
Movies (such as Son of Paleface, with Bob Hope 
wisecracking in Spanish) were 10 cents for adults, 
2% for children. Milk right from the cow was 10 
cents a quart, oranges right off the tree and bananas 
straight from the plantation 3 cents a pound. Gin: 70 
to 95 cents a fifth. Scotch: $2.80. 


Sorry, No Peanut Butter 


Living costs can come higher for the visitor who 
does not accept the Canario way of life. Facial tissues, 
for instance, are not available at any price. Neither is 
peanut butter. A No. 2% can of Hawaiian pineapple 
costs 90 cents. If you insist (we didn’t) upon celebrat- 
ing Thanksgiving with turkey, you could pay the com- 
bined monthly wages of your cook and housemaid. 
And though American cigarettes are smuggled in at 
$1.25 a carton, anything else from the U.S. may cost 
double what it does here. 

When is the best time for you to take a year away 
from it all? Don’t wait for retirement. Go now — at 
30, 35 or 40 — when you still have years left to benefit 
from it. 

To find your paradise will take research. You'll find 
that very little has been written about living on islands. 
There are travel pamphlets, to be sure, but few down- 
to-earth facts on schools, medical care and what's for 
lunch. With a three-year collection of travel maga- 
zines, an encyclopedia and some Harian publications 
(mailing address: Greenlawn, N.Y.), you can work 
up a list of 40 or 50 possibilities. To these apply the 
“tests” above. If this only leads to a tie, visit the con- 
sulates of each. We also wrote to the Spanish Informa- 
tion Office, 485 Madison Ave., New York City.

To reach your island, | recommend travel by 
freighter. It starts you off in the right mood: simple, 
informal, inexpensive. There is no direct transporta- 
tion between the U.S. and Grand Canary, so we went 
first to Casablanca, Morocco, on a Royal Rotterdam 
Lloyd freighter. For the leg from Casablanca to 
Grand Canary, we wrote for third-class reservations 
to Compagnie de Navigation Paquet, Marseilles, 
France. Combined fare for both ships came to $173 
each, or $1,038 for the six of us. 

Here are some other ways to hold down expenses 

1) If you have a family like ours, you can get a 
group passport for $10 instead of six separate ones 
for $60. The only catch: you must cross national 
borders as a group. 

2) Keep luggage light and manageable. We held 
ours to three suitcases and four army foot-lockers 

3) Check currency rates before setting out. We 
saved 10 per cent on living expense by buying the 
legal limit of Spanish currency through our U.S. bank 
The rest’ of our needs were sent by our bank to a 
Grand Canary bank. This saved 8 per cent. 

What about your job? My company generously 
allowed me a leave of absence. Our school superin- 
tendent granted leaves to the children, too. He said 
the experience would more than make up for the loss

of a year of formal schooling. (And he was right.) 

What to do about your car and your house? We sold 
our car, and leased the house to an Army colonel for 
14 months at a rental which permitted our agent to 
pay all fixed expenses at home. 

A caution: If you’re a big-time Charlie, out to paint 
the town, you'll think the Canaries strictly for the 
birds. Might as well shoot your $5,000 in New York 
or Paris. Though there’s a luxury hotel on each of 
the main islands, Canarios don’t cotton to visitors who 
shout, “Bring on the dancing girls” (or milk shakes 
or ice cubes or sirloin steaks). 

if you find your paradise and leave behind the 
clutter of civilization, you may wonder why you should 
ever return. We did many times, finally realizing that 
the homing instinct was bound to win out. The longer 
we stayed away the more we appreciated what we 
could make of our lives back here. 

This is one good reason to live away for a year, and 
there are many others. With time to think, you gain 
a new perspective. You can learn to relax, to cut down 
needless ritual, to gain a sense of well-being. Your 
family has a new unity. You can return to new jobs 
and old responsibilities with vigor and confidence. 

These are just a few of the benefits realized from a 
year in an island paradise.

now may prove they played it first

MEXICO CITY. 
How old is baseball? According to many his- 
torians, the first game was played on June 19, 
1846 between the New York Nine and the New 
York Knickerbockers in Hoboken, N.J. Now, 
however, there’s evidence that baseballs may 
have been tossed around at least 500 years earlier 
in the rocky plateaus of western Mexico. 

The evidence: three reddish clay figures 
found in tombs of Indians said to be Tarascan. 
Shown in the photos on these pages, the 600- 
year-old figures depict ‘Indians in stances amaz- 
ingly similar to those of a present-day pitcher, 
batter and catcher. 

First found in 1952 or °53, the figures only 
recently came to light when artist Diego Rivera 
donated them to Mexico’s National Museum 
here. The 1'2-lb., foot-high figures stunned 
archeologists here and in the U.S. When PARADE 
showed these pictures to an archeologist at New 
York City’s famed Museum of Natural History, 
he was nonplused. “This is the first evidence 
we've ever had,” he said, “that North American 
Indians apparently played a game so similar to 
today’s baseball.” 

Judging from the stances of the figures, it is 
at least possible that the players stood in relation 
to one another as the photographer has placed 
them above — the way a present-day pitcher, 
batter and catcher would stand. Whether there 
were any more players is unknown, but from 
other relics the scientists have found that the 
games — played before large crowds in rec- 
tangular stadiums — were a lot grimmer than 
today’s pennant races. Reason: The contests in- 
volved the tribe’s warriors and their pri .

In any case, this business 
of cook-outs is America’s new love. The butcher, the baker. 

the barbecue maker can bear witness, along with many others in 
the food and appliance fields. This summer, the whole country 
will be cooking outdoors with charcoal. 

You can spend a lot or a little for your barbecue grill. None 
of those pictured here is excessively costly, but all are 
efficient and easy to use. Whichever you choose, follow the 
manufacturer's directions for best results. 

As for fuel, buy Charcoal briquets of good quality. Start your 
fire 45 minutes before you cook. Space briquets a half-inch 
apart. Wait until ash coats each briquet. Tap it off before and 
during cooking. The heat will be terrific — and when you try 
these PARADE “barbecue specials,” the results will be, too!

He became an actor by accident—now he 


grosses $500,000 a year. Here’s how 


Eldred Peck made the grade in Hollywood

HOLLYWOOD. 
When Eldred Gregory Peck was graduated 
(an English major) from the University of 
California in 1939, a classmate prophesied: 
“That guy will make the greatest floor- 
walker any department store ever had.” 

Today the classmate is a minion in a New 
York advertising agency, and lanky Eldred 
is one of this town’s real successes. He has 
been nominated four times for Academy 
Awards, he lives in a $105,000 Beverly Hills 
mansion (five bedrooms, five baths), drives 
a Jaguar and a station wagon, owns a ranch 
near Santa Barbara, heads his own inde- 
pendent production company, grosses ap- 
proximately half a million dollars a year 
and is the star of two of the outstanding 
films of 1956, The Man in the Gray Flannel 
Suit and Moby Dick. 

Moreover, demands for his acting serv- 
ices are so intense that he currently enjoys 
the right to choose his own stories, approve 
his own directors, dictate his own terms as 
to salary and profit percentages. 

How did Gregory Peck, now 40, achieve 
this enviable position? 

His boyhood, spent in Southern Cali- 


fornia, was directionless. Child of a broken. 


home, he divided his time unequally among 
military school, his pharmacist father and 
his receptionist mother. At, college he 
thought of becoming a doctor, then grew 


fond of rowing and Elizabethan literature 
— two pursuits of limited financial poten- 
tial. 

But, because he was tall and personable, 
he was asked in his senior year at California 
to join a campus production of Anna 
Christie. That did it. 

Of his stage debut, Peck confides: “I was 
lousy. I didn’t like acting and I’m reticent 
about my emotions. Even at that, had I 
been ordinary lousy, I'd probably have for- 
gotten the whole business in time. 

“But I wasn’t. I was lousy lousy. And it 
did something to me. It made me sore. You 
can call it a challenge if you like. But for the 
first time in my life there was something | 
had to get out and lick. Nothing had ever 
hit me like that before.” 

Thus, following graduation, Peck took off 
to conquer Broadway with a letter of intro- 
duction from his father to a business friend. 
The letter helped him land a talker’s job at 
the New York World's Fair. 

As a talker — “Step right up, folks, and 
watch "em go... Around the upright walls 
of an open bow!l...One hundred death- 
defying miles per hour” — Peck received 
$25 a week. After a month of it, his voice 
“sounded like a gravel mixer.” So, on his 
day off, he wangled a spot as a Radio City 
sight-seeing guide. This lasted until the fall 
of 1939, when he won an acting scholar- 
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AUSTERE LOOK characterizes Peck off- 


ship at the Neighborhood Playhouse School 
of Theatre. Since it paid only $50 a month, 
he took modeling jobs to augment his in- 
come. 

While Peck was learning his craft under 
expert teachers, he slipped a spinal disk one 
day in dancing class. That aggravated an 
injury he had suffered in his rowing days — 
and presently brought him a 4-F draft rat- 
ing. Two years later, when five Hollywood 
Studios were fighting for his services, Peck 
admitted frankly that he owed at least part 
of his popularity to the wartime manpower 
shortage. “I caught this industry in a 
squeeze,” he said. “At least 12 top-notch 
actors are away fighting.” 


The Road — and Greta 


Before he came to Hollywood, Peck 
dropped his first name and signed to go on 
the road with Katherine Cornell in The 
Doctor's Dilemma. His part called for eight 
lines in the third act. His pay: $50 a week. 

Says a fellow-actor (English) of Peck 
at that time: “He seemed to be rather low 
keyed for an American, never any jokes or 
wisecracks. He behaved older than his years. 
Most young actors sow their wild oats on 
these road tours — new town, new sweet- 
heart. Not Peck. He fell quickly in love with 
Miss Cornell's hairdresser, a pretty little 
thing named Greta.”

Greta Konen, petite Helsinki-born daugh- 
ter of a Finnish jeweler, was earning $60 a 
week just then. When Greg, two years her 
junior, first broached marriage, she sug- 
gested that they wait until they had fattened 
their exchequer at least a little. 

The following year, Guthrie McClintic 
offered Peck the male lead in Morning Star 
at $200 a week. The play ran on Broadway 
a month, then closed. The very next day, 
October 4, 1942, Gregory Peck and Greta 
Konen were married in an Episcopal church 
in Manhattan. 

They began housekeeping in an old 
brownstone house. “I was sure,” the first 
Mrs. Peck says, “that Greg was going to be 
tops. His attitude was so positive. He was 
willing to work endlessly on his parts. He 
was in three more Broadway plays before 
we came to Hollywood, and none of them 
was successful. But in each one he got sen- 
Sational notices. I can’t tell you how hard he 
worked, in fact, still works.” 

The Peck marriage endured technically 
from 1942 to 1955 and was blessed with 
three sons: Jonathan (now 11), Stephen 
(9) and Cary (6). Actually it began to un- 
ravel in 1952, when the family journeyed to 
Europe so Greg could make Roman Holi- 
day with an unknown actress named Audrey 
Hepburn. 


Why the marriage began to founder is 


¢ 


difficult to tell. Certainly, Peck is no 
woman-chaser. People who know him rela- 
tively°well say flatly that the actor ts funda- 
mentally shy in the presence of women. 

“With Greg,” one actress confided in me, 
“a girl has got to be the aggressor. Unlike 
most actors, he isn’t an exhibitionist. He 
always gave me the feeling that he was try- 
ing to look into his subconscious, only he 
was afraid of what he might find there.” 
Some years ago, after extensive research 
into Peck’s youth, a writer reported that 
Peck “tended to stand batk and watch while 
the cheerleaders and backfield men made off 
with the only girls who interested him.” 

Peck by nature is not a volatile or tem- 
peramental man. He has tremendous self- 
control. Sometimes, during his first mar- 
riage, he would come home after a hard 
day’s work and find dinner guests he didn’t 
like; then he would merely take his plate 
of food and eat in a bedroom. 

In her divorce hearing Greta Peck testi- 
fied that one night, when she and Greg 
were entertaining friends, “My husband 
stayed for half an hour, then took his hat 
and coat and walked out before dinner. I 
followed him to the door and asked him if 
he wanted me to go with him.

His marriage failed—but he 


remains a devoted father

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In the divorce settlement, Peck gave his 
wife their family home and furnishings, 
$65,000 a year in alimony, custody of the 
three boys; agreed to pay $750 a month for 
the boys’ support, give up half his interest 
in three films, World in His Arms, Roman 
Holiday and Moby Dick; agreed that, after 
1965, he would pay his ex-wife 10 per cent 
of his earnings until she remarries. In the 
annals of Hollywood's hectic divorce his- 
tory, few other actors have ever been so 
generous without compulsion. 

For that matter, few have been as con- 
siderate to their children as Peck is to his. 
Two Christmases ago, although estranged 
from his wife, he had Jonathan flown to 
Europe for the holidays. Five months ago 
Peck was married to 24-year-old Veronique 
Passani, am ex-newspaperwoman from 
Paris, but he makes it a point to see his sons 
several times a week. He takes them riding 
on his ranch, puts in his stint as a Little 
League baseball father, attentively watches 
their scholastic progress at the Bel Air Town 
and Country School. 

“Greg is a man,” claims his first wife, 
“who has always taken scrupulous care of 
his responsibilities. My boys are extremely 
lucky in having him for a father. When we 
first came to Hollywood, I never thought 
Greg and I would develop in different ways 
and grow apart. But I guess that’s what 
really happened. It’s no one’s fault.” 


His First Movie 


it was Casey Robinson, a screen writer 
wanting to turn producer, who first signed 
Peck to a movie deal. Robinson had seen 
Peck in Morning Star and had talked emo- 
tionally to the young actor about becoming 
“part of a small intimate group that would 
make artistic as well as commercial movies.” 
The pitch appealed to Peck, so he came 
west and starred for Robinson in Days of 
Glory. The year was 1943, and Hollywood 
was losing its screen heroes to the armed 
forces in droves. Peck quickly became what 
is termed “a hot property,” with various 
Studios bidding for “a piece of Peck.” 

Eventually he was parceled up among 
MGM, David O. Selznick and 20th Century- 
Fox, committing himself to make 12 pic- 
tures in approximately seven years. All were 
big-budget productions. Local observers say 
his best performance to date was wrung out 
of him in Gentleman's Agreement (1947) 
by director Elia Kazan. The New York 
critics, however, voted him their top acting 
award on the basis of his work in Twelve 
O'Clock High (1949). 

It is safe to say that in all his 23 films 
Peck never has given a bad performance. 
Though critics say he lacks the spark of 
greatness, each of his roles is carefully 
thought out and painstakingly executed. 
Frequently called “a director's dream,” he 
is long on industry, integrity and intelli- 
gence, short on bluff, bilge and ballyhoo. 

Although Peck’s name is well-known in 
the movie colony, his true personality is 
not. Many colleagues consider him unbend- 
ing, cold, bumorless, even forbidding. While 


he spends money freely, he rarely seems 
vivacious or happy; generally he resembles 
a stock-broker more than an actor. He 
thinks before he talks and speaks his words 
one by one as if he were launching carrier 
pigeons. 

One of his close friends, screen-writer Sy 
Bartlett, insists that Peck gives an erroneous 
surface impression. “Underneath the serious 
facade,” Bartlett explains, “Greg is one of 
the kindest, warmest human beings you can 
ever possibly know. He’s so understanding 
that lots of times he’s like a father-confessor. 
I can't tell you how many people’s troubles 
he’s borne. Guys like John Huston, Willie 
Wyler, Nunnally Johnson, men who are 
keen judges of character, they all swear by 
Greg. Why? Because he’s solid, he’s good 
in a pinch, you can count on him. 

“Maybe he’s not a fast man with a gag, 
but that doesn’t mean he’s without a sense 
of humor. A few weeks ago I was married 
in Palm Springs. One day later Greg came 
up and slapped me on the back. ‘And they 
said, he cracked, ‘that your marriage 
wouldn't last!’ ”

As for Peck’s own new marriage, it seems 
to be wearing well. The second Mrs. Peck 
is an attractive young brunette of French- 
Russian extraction who hero-worships her 
husband and, in the Gallic tradition, permits 
him complete mastery of their home. Peck 
has taken Veronique with him on picture 
locations in Ceylon ( The Purple Plains) and 
Ireland (Moby Dick), and undoubtedly will 
take her with him this coming July when 
he is scheduled to leave for the South Seas 
with director John Huston on the produc- 
tion of a new film, Typee. 

As movie celebrities go, Gregory Peck is, 
probably the most un-Hollywood-like actor 
in the business. He saves his acting for the 
camera; few other stars can control them- 
selves that long. r

WHEN HE FIRST appeared on tele- 
vision he was, by design, the perfect 
picture of a gallused, hoe-down country 
artist. He is far from that teday. Both 
on and off his television show he is 
carefully groomed, his suits tailor-made, 
his ties delicately monogrammed, his 
shirts French-cuffed. Black-haired and 
swarthy, with a trim mustache, he has 
the flashy good looks of a Mississippi 
River boat gambler or a dashing buc- 
caneer. Though in his heart he seems 
to have retained his Tennessee country 
flavor, he hes acquired the veneer of 
the city slicker. 

He still likes to use such expressions 
as “tell hawg at the trough,” “Boys, 
it's too wet te plough,” and “Yow kicked 
over the milk bucket that time!" And 
he's a man's man. When he has a week 
off he likes te go hunting, usually with 
a roofer or filling station operator. He 
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lives as simply as he did before fame 
suddenly struck. 

Ernie's first job, as an announcer for 
a Bristol (Tenn.) radio station, paid him 
$10 for a seven-day week. He quit to 
attend the Cincinnati Conservatory of 
Music, but had to leave there after a 
few months when his money ran out. 
Later he announced for radio stations 
in Atlanta and Knoxville. At the out- 
break of World War Ii, he enlisted in 
the Air Corps and served four years.

HIS HOME TOWN of Bristol gave 
im @ rousing homecoming when he 
went to Tennessee to visit his parents — 
last summer. People recalled how he 
plowed, baled hay, carried corn to the 
mill on horseback, and swam in the 
Holston river. Also, they recalled his 
rich bass-baritone voice in the High 
School Glee Club and Methodist 
Church. “Church music,” Ernie says, “is 
the greatest music in the world. Ninety- 
seven per cent of the letters we pull 
(500 2 dey) mention the hymns on our 
show. 

Now 37, Ernie lives with his pretty 
wife Betty, whom he married 14 years 
ago, in the “sue-burbs” of Los Angeles 
with their two sons, Jeffrey (Buck), 6, 
and Brion, 4. Recently he bought .« 
540-acre ranch about 100 miles north 
of San Francisco because, he says, “I've 
wented a farm ever since | could talk.”
